showed how the ideals h'eld out by 
the ancient Hebreiw prophets were in 
exact harmony with our modem as 
plraUons after a better social life 
The age in which they lived was m 
many respects like our own, In that 
a period of prosperity had caused the 
people to forget their old principles 
of brotherhood, and replace them by 
a hard materialism. The sins the 
prophets denounced would in our day 
be called Monopoly, Graft, and Lux 
ury. The two forms of the ' latter 
that had the greatest hold then and 
now were Intemperance and Impur- 

The prophets dreamed, of a new so- 
cial order upon the basis of Justice, 
which includes, "not merely Impartial 
Judgment In the courts, honesty in 
business, fair wages,' and equal rights, 
but the spirit of general fair play to 
every man"; In fact, they make Jus- 
tice lead to the higher conception of 
Brotherhood. In conclusion Dr. Gor- 
don summed up their teaching as be- 
ing the truth that justice and hu- 
manity toward all men are the only 
safeguard of social well-being. 

In the class for Fourth Tear men 
Mr. Thompson gave an illuminating 
account of thé work being done for 
the boys of this city by the Boys' 
Home on Mountain St, and by the 
drif fintown Boys'^ Club. The Boys' 
Home was begun in 1870 as a home 
for working boys. Before the war 
the average age of its inmates was 
15 years, but now, owing to the en- 
listments from the larger , boys, it is 
only 13%. The aim there is to cut 
out the Institutional side as much 
possible, and to make everything 
homelike for the boys, Those boys 
who work pay their board, and hence 
are made to feel lndepen4.ent- ah^

Word has been received In the city 
of the death In action, on the 31st of 
January, of Captain Hugh Stowell 
Pedley\ M.C., Arts '09, Law "12, son 
of the Rev. Dr. Hugh Pedley. pastor 
emeritus of Emmanuel Congregational 
Church. 

Captain Pedley, at the time of his 
death, was in command of a trench 
morUr battery of the 12th Brigade, 
4th Division, to which he transferred 
when the 73rd Battalion was broken 
up in Prance. He went oerseas with 
the 73rd, under Lt-Col. Peers David- 
son, as a lieutenant, and . served with 
that >jbattaUon in France until his 
promotion and appointment to the 
trench mortars. 

Captain Pedley was awarded the 
Military Cross ' for conspicuous gal- 
lantry at Paaschendaele. 

Having graduated in both .Arts 
and Law at McQlU University, Cap- 
tain Pedley was called to the bar here 
in July, 1912, and joined the law firm 
of Cooke & Magee. 

Captain ' Pedley'a brother, Captain 
Frank Pedley, M.C., Med. '16, who Is 
now at home, ia in the service of the 
Hoyal Army Medical Corps. He also 
Is the possessor of the Military Cross, 
awarded him for going out In the 
face of a rain of shells and brlngrlng 
In several wounded men, and return- 
ing to succour a wounded .officer in a 
shell-hole. Captain ^ Frank. Pedley ex- 
pects to return to thé front shortly. 

Fllght-Lt. C. 0. Branson. ■ 

Only a short time ago it was an- 
nounced that Flltclit-Ueutenant Cecil 
G. Bronson, Scl. '17, of the Royal Na- 
val Air Service, had been awarded the 
Croix de Guerre of the French Re- 
public, Word now comes that this 
gallant young aviator has been miss- 
ing since January 28, and that the 
probability is that he is a prisoner In 
the hands of the Turks. His father, 
Frank P. Bronson. 72 Bronson ave., 
Ottawa, has received a cablegram 
from the Admiralty stating that Lieut 
Bronson . was missing, .and this was 
followed by a'second cablegram, read- 
ing: "A Turkish official despatch 
dated January 30th, reports that an 
English seaplane was forced to land 
near Nagara. The machine and crew 
were captured uninjured. This pre- 
sumably refers to your son's machine, 
as no other is missing." '

Lieutenant-Colonel Andrew George 
Li. MeNaughton, Sci. '10, of the Can- 
adian Field Artillery, has been award- 
ed the Distinguished Service Order, 
according, to official advices.

He return- 
ed to the front In command of the 
Howitzer Battery in the 2nd Divi- 
sion, and later was given command 
o.* a brigade in the 3rd Division, and 
went to the artillery staff of the 
Canadian Corps in charge of counter 
battery work. His brother, Capt M. 
W. A. MeNaughton, Med. '10, went 
over with the same brlgrade, ' was 
wounded in May, 1916, and is' now on 
the staff of the 79th Battery in Mont- 
real. 

Capt. A. D. Irvine, M.C. 

Captain Austin D. Irvine, Med. '98, 
of the Canadian Army Medical Corps, 
has been granted the Military Cross 
for gallant conduct at the front, ac- 
cording to an official despatch. Cap- 
tain Irvine, who is widely known as 
an amateur athlete and as a friend 
of sports, enlisted In 1916 as Medical 
Officer of the 245th Battalion, Cana- 
dian Grenadier Guards, a unit raised 
in Montreal, ite was previously en- 
gaged in the practice of .his profes- 
sion in Montreal. - On' arrival in 
France, Capt. Irvhie .was transferr^ 
to the 87th Grenadier iGuards, with 



I which he served for some time in 
France. His good work soon won 
him recognition, and, at the request 
of the French Government, he was 
transferred to a ' French base hospi- 
tal near Paris, to act as assistant to 
a leading French surgeon. It was 
tor distinguished services rendered in 
this capacity that he was awarded tne 
.Military Cross. Cupt. Irvine was on 
the medical staff of the Western Hos- 
pital. ^' At one tlme^ Capt Irvine play- 
ed with the M.A.A.A. senior la- 
crosse and football teams. He is a 
son -of the late John Irvine, of West- 
mount. His mother resides In Cali- 
fornia. 

Capt Irvine's wife, who is an Am- 
erican, is also in France , serving with 
the American Ambulance, at Neuilly. 

Captain Edgar Oeuglaa, M.C. 

The 1913 McGlll Graduates' direc- 
tory gives the information that Cap- 
tain Bdgar Douglas, Med. '04, was at 
that ilme dead. Recent developments 
have, however, shown that Captain 
Douglas is, on the contrary, very 
much alive, and that his exploits 
overseas with the Canadian Army 
Medical Corps have gained the cov 
eted Military Cross. Capt. Douglas 
Is yet another graduate of McOill in 
Medicine who has made good over- 
seas. He is a graduate ot Dalhousie 
University In Arts, and before enlist- 
ment practised in Halifax, N.S. 

Capt. W. H. Sscerd, M.C. 

Captain Wesley Herbert Secord, 
Med. '03, has also won the Military 
Cross. He enlisted last year in the 
Canadian Army Medical Corps, and 
lias served gallantly in an advanced 
medical post He practised in Win 
nipeg after sTaduatlon. ' 

Lieut.. W. E. Bull, iM.C. 

The award of the Military Cross to 
Lieut Wllford E. ;Bull, Soi. '15, of 
the Canadian En^tneera, has Just 
been gazetted after ,^^early three years' 
service by him w^tli thé colours. 
Lieut. Bull was a flri&l year Engineer- 
ing student when the C.O.T.C. was 
re-organized under the present Sir 
Auckland Geddes. He served in it un- 
til thu First University Company was 
organized In the -"pilng of 1916, when 
he enlisted as a private and went 
overseas with that rank. On arrival 
in Enieland, he was awarded a com- 
missioti in the Canadian Engineers, 
and has sliice been -on duty wtih that 
branch of the service.

Pope was mentioned In Sir Douglas 
Haig's last despatch, and doubtless 
won hla decoration for' gallantry In 
the Paaschendaele operations. Capt. 
Pope comes from Ottawa, and has 
been overseas with the Engineers for 
some time. He is the son of Sir 
Joseph and Lady Pope, Ottawa, and 
now Is intoUlgence officer of the 11th 
Canadian Infantry Bi*igade. 

Lisut. L. A. Ceulin, M.C. 

Lieut. Louis': A. Coiilin, Sci. '09, of 
the Canadian infantry, is attàcheid to 
a celebrated French-Canadian Infan- 
try battalion which' saw hard fight- 
ing recently. Lieut, CouUn's bravery 
in this action haa won for him the 
Military Cross. He was born In 
Switzerland, thirty years ago, and had 
been a resident In Canada for fif- 
teen years before enlisting with the 
163rd Battalion In January, 1916, with 
the rank of lieutenant. He went with 
this battalion to Bermuda, but af- 
ter arriving in England, the bat- 
talion was disbanded, and Lt.' Coulln 
was then transferred to^thè 22nd. 

Lt, Coulln, after completing his 
studies, entered the employment of 
the C. P. R., where he was on thf 
staff of the; passenger- ~ department 



until hi* enlistment. Previous to en- 
tering McGUl, Lt. Coulln studied at 
the Montreal High School, and grad- 
uated from there in 1906, being the 
Dux of the school. 

Lieut. Rebert Newten, M.C. 

Among other McGlll men recently 
decorated was Lieut. Robert Newton, 
Agr. '12, who has received the Mtli'- 
tary Cross, Lieut. Newton, whose 
home is In Plaisance, Que., is with 
the Canadian Field Artillery, and has 
been wounded. 

The reported awards of .the Mili- 
tary Cross to Lieut. H. M. Ross, 
Arts '16, and to Lieut E, L. Rain- 
both, Scl. '17, are in addition contlrai- 
ed by publication In the official Gaz- 
ette. 

Major Donald M. Mathleson, Sci. 
'07, who won the Military Cross in 
1915 and who Is now connected with' 
the Military Hospitals' Commission, 
was recently In Toronto presented 
with his decoration. ' Reports that 
were received In Toronto via Gen- 
eral Alderson, General Carson and to 
Sir Sam Hughes, then Minister of 
Militia, stated:

ed. When arrested he may be placed 
under open or close arrest. An of- 
ficer under open arrest Is allowed the 
freedom of the camp, while under 
close arrest he is confined to his room. 
There Is only ono kind ot arrest for 
a. private, the' guard room'.' He ia axp 
rested before the charge is substair 
tlated. If the charge Is not substah 
tlated within 48 hours, he must be re- 
leased under the Habeas Corpus Act, ' 

The power of a commanding officer 
is not very great, and since the pow- 
ers of a . Junior officer depends on 
^those of a command officer, we see 
that they are quite limited. A com- 
pany commander may not -punish a 
man in excess of 7 days' conflnemerf. 
The power of an O. C. in respect, to 
an N. C. O., is quite restricted; lie may 
not punish him 'by confinement, ''or. 
extra duty, but can only reprimand 
him severely.

The first lecture on Military Law 
was given last night In the Engineer- 
ing Building by Captl E. McDougall. 
There were more than , 100 men pres- 
ent — the class was composed of stu-. 
dents and non-students, "A" and "B" 
certificates. Tho room was intense- 
ly hot, one could hardly believe that 
yesterday was a heatless Monday. 

Capt. McDougall opened his lecturo 
by discussing military law organiza- 
tion. The authority for military law is 
the Militia Act of 1906. This act is 
administered by the MiUtla Council, 
which Is composed of (a) the Minis- 
ter of Militia.; (b) Deputy Minister; 
(c) Ist Military Advisor, the Chief of 
General Staff; (d) 2nd Military Ad- 
visor, the' Adjutant General; (e) 3rd 
MUitary Advisor, the Adjutant Gen- 
eral; (f) 4th Military Advisor, the 
Master General of Ordnance; (g) the 
'Finance Memi>er; (h) the' Secretary 
of the Council. 

Military law, said the lecturer. Is 
the law that governs the soldier in 
peace and war, at home and abroad. 
The source of this law is the British 
Army Act, which in the equivalent of 
the Canadian Militia Act. One of the 
peculiarities of the Army Act is the 
fact that it has to be assented to an- 
nually by Parliament. The object of 
this is to prevent England from be- 
coming a military nation like Ger- 
many. 

"the speaker pointed out that in or- 
der to administer law one must show 
the method of • procedure. The -very 
first thing to be done." Is to have a 
specific charge made, , - 

Military law and martial law was 
compared. Martial law is the sus- 
pension of ordinary civil law, and tho 
government of the country by military 
tribunals. It is the law administered 
try a conqueror of a country. In 
England Martial Law . can only be 
enforced in one' extreme case. I.e., in 
time of civU war. 

All offences that can be committgt* 
by a soldier are classified under a few 
heads. As an example, disobedience 
covers insubordination, verbal defi- 
ance, etc., while' under another class 
falls absence without leave and de- 
sertion. . A man may be absent with- 
out leave, but may not :be a deserter. 
When considering, a crime, we .must 
consicter whether it was intentional 
or not, and the character of the of- 
fender. 

A crime under military law may 
not be an offence under civil law. As 
an example of this we may cite 
drunkenness. Drunkenness Is not a 
court martial case. At hom^ the crime 
is rtot great, but on active service 
the question of faUure of duty may 
come in. When a. man is sentenced 
to forfeiture of pay iii a summary 
trial by tho O. C, he always has the 
right to , demand a trial by court* 
martial.
